Although the world looks like a 
pretty dark place today, there are, 
forward looking people who do not | 
despair and who ask this question 
in all sincerity: What is the so- 
lution that will bring abundant life | 
to all? 


A young novelist Edward Haskell 
asks this question in his thought- 
provoking book that was published 
last month “Lance.” The setting of 
“Lance” is a village in the Balkans 
which to Mr. Haskell’s way of 
thinking are the cross-roads of the 
world. The time is the latter part 
of the World War I but it might be 
the present. On the one hand, Mr. 
Haskell presents the one-country 
people who are loyal to one specific 
place and culture on the other, the 
cosmopolites, the multicultural peo- 
ple who, figuratively speaking, look 
into the sharply separated valleys 
of nationalism as from a mountain 
peak. 

Lance Tenorton the chief char- 
acter who is legally a German as 
well as a British subject is a pris- 
oner of war. He tries to be a de-| 


tached observer of his fellow-Eng- | 
lish and Irish prisoners trying to 
deduce from his observations the 
answer to such questions: Is the 
enmity that produces war due to 
economical and political factors or 
to racial and cultural ones. He is 
convinced that the continuation of 
civiliaztion depends upon our un- 
derstanding of three things: of the 
roots of war, of the roots of human 
institutions and the roots of hu- 
man nature. 


Taking the opposite point of view 
is Lance’s friend the Anglo-Bulgar 
Robert Ivanoff who claims that the 
big countries of the world are de- 
generating but that life and pro- | 
gress are beginning anew in the; 
countries of the oppressed. He alone 
is fighting for a legitimate ideal — 
that of national liberation. 

Lance and Robert are both in love 
with Eleanora Halley, a handsome, ! 
spirited American girl whose father 
is an international oil and muni- 
tions agent. Eleanora is one of those 
vivid, vital people who do things 
well, she plays like an artist, skis 
like an expert, yet she meets frus- 
tration and disappointment at al- 
most every turn. Finally she finds 
release for her energetic nature 
in the Red forces. 

At the end Lance must stand¢ 
court martial. At his trial Eleanora’s | 
uncle Bruce Campbell is the final 
spokesman and gives, in essence, Mr. 
Haskell’s contribution toward solv- | 
ing the world’s ills. Only a few| 
conditions can be changed by rev- 
Olution, most of them must be 
changed gradually, that is why the 
hope of the world lies in America 
instead of Russia. The evolutionary 
process in human nature is still 
working though slowly. We are shak- 
ily crawling out of national narrows 
into the open world. Some day—not 
too far distant, those ancient ab- 
solutes in men’s minds that now 
solve their problem by man-kill- 
ing will switch to the liberating joy- 
ousness of useful work. Mr. Has- 
kell has presented three points of 
view—the communist through Elea- | 
nora, the nationalist through Rob- |, 
ert Ivanoff and the multicultural 
through Lance and Bruce Camp- 
bell. 

Given a subject of this kind it is 
inevitable that characters and plot 
cannot always blend in a: satis- 
fying whole. Except for the Irish 
Free-for-alls and the Bulgar pea- 
sant customs there is not much so- 
called color in the book. But there 
is a breadth of mind that will ap- 
peal to the reflective reader. 

If you are looking for a light no- 
vel, try “Convenient Season” by 
David Manners. David Manners has 
been leading man for Helen Hayes'! 
as well as a star in Hollywood. | 

When an actor turns novelist you! 
expect to find, at least a touch of | 
melodrama or comedy*in his work 
but David Manners has done a, 
simple, unpretentious novel. 

“Convenient Season” is the story, 
of two people, of Peter West and, 
Peter’s aunt, Harriet Kennedy. When 
the story opens Peter has a de- 
cision to make, he must choose be- 
aween obedience to his father’s 
wish to become a stockbroker or! 
yield to his own desire and become 
a farmer. Peter has heard and 
dreamed about Broadview, the ranch 
in Nova Scotia that his grandfather 
homesteaded. When he sees the 
Place it outstrips his dreams.

INCOME TAX 
BASE LOWER 


Finance Committee Votes 
To Tap $750 Single Incomes, 
$1,500 For Married Persons 


WASHINGTON, (t?\—The senate 
finance committee turned to excess 
profits taxes today after voting to 
| dip down to the $750-a-year income 
level for single persons and the 
| $1,500 level for married couples for 
| new revenue. 

The committee voted 10 to 6 to 
| broaden the federal income tax base 
| as recommended by the treasury. 
| The action will bring in tax returns 
| next year from 23,000,000 persons— 
about 6.000.000 more than at pres- 
| ent—and will increase federal rev- 
| enue an estimated $303,000,000 an- 
nually above the estimated yield of 
the house-approved tax bill. 

The new $303.000.000 would be in 
addition to the already-increased 
levies on individual citizens. Only 
$49,000,000 of the $303.000,000 in 
new revenue would come from per- 
sons who do not now pay federal 
income taxes. 
| Only one other change affecting 
| the bill’s yield was made by the 

senate committee during the first 

day’s consideration of the $3.236,- 

700,000 house bill. It instructed the 

treasury to draft an amendment de- 
‘signed to eliminate the tax advant- 
| age existing in eight community 
' property states. Such an amend- 
iment would bring into the federal 
| treasury an additional $51,000,000 
} annually. 
| These two changes—the lowered 
| personal income tax exemptions and 
| elimination of the community prop- 
| erty tax advantage — would raise 
| the total of the house tax bill to 
| $3,590,000.000. Secretary of the trea- 
sury Henry Morgenthau Jr., origin- 
ally asked for more than $3,500,- 
| 000,000 in new revenue. 

The tax base in existing law and 
under the bill as passed by the} 
house reached down to single per- 
; sons earning more than $800 a year 
and married couples with an income 
of over $2,000. Reduction of the ex- 
emptions to $750 and $1,500, respec- 
tively, will have these effects: 

Bachelors earning more than 
$14.42 a week will have to pay tax- 
es; married men will be subject to 
federal levies if they earn more 
than $28.84 a week. 

In the community property 
amendment the committee sought to 
require persons in the eight states 
| having community property laws to 
| file returns covering the amount 
they earn. At present in the states 
of Texas, Louisiana, Arizona, New | 
Mexico, California, Idaho, Nevada, 
and Washington a husband may as- 
sign half his income to his wife SO | 
that each would pay taxes on half.| 
The advantage is that under this| 
method—which cannot be followed; 
in the other 40 states—each spouse | 
is able to pay lower surtaxes than| 
if the income were reported for one} 
of them in a lump.

With ANN COMFORT 


Perhaps the earliest road in our 
county is the one that Sutter and 
his men marked out in 1847-48 
which led to the mill at Coloma. 
From Folsom this road continued 
through Mormon Island, Green Val- 
ley, Rose Springs, Lotus and Co- 
loma. 

Many of you are, I am Sure, fa- 
miliar with the lovely Green Valley 
House on this historic thoroughfare. 
You have noted the dignified sim- 
plicity of the house, a combina- 
tion of New England farm house 
and Monterey ranch house. It is a 
style of architecture indigenous to 
the foothill country — rectangulad, 
austere, masculine, American. In 
the Green Valley House its grace 
of association with our early his- 
tory and way of life make it a light 
into the past. 

In 1868 the house passed from the 
possession of the Arnolds to the En- 
gessers, A 320 acre ranch was a part 
of the holdings. Mr. Engesser’s wife 
was a Pennsylvanian, Philippina 
Etzel, who came to California when 
she was five years old. Cherished 
in Green Valley House today are 
fine, old pieces of handwork done 
by Philippina Engesser that her 
her daughter-in-law shows with 
just pride. In a glass case is a 
flower ornament made from the 
hair of the members of the house- 
hold. In a frame are tarleton flow- 
ers in delicate pastel fashioned in 
the favorite pattern of the day—a 
cross and a crown.
